doubtful if he would ever be 
mo­ 
lested. 
As it is, all the tribes 
are 
chartered libertines, since no whale­ 
man is lik elv to risk the loss of a 
boat's gear for the barren honor of 
conquest. 
x\nd not only so, but the 
rorquals, whether ‘^iin-hack ,” ‘^sul­ 
phur-bottom,” or “ blue-hack ,” as well 
as the “ humpback ” and 
grampus, 
mak e it a point of honor to sink when 
dead, unlik e tlie “ cachalot” or “ how- 
head,” who float awash at first, hut 
ever more buoy antly as the progress 
of decay within the immense abdom­ 
inal cavity generates an aceumnlat- 
ing volume of gas. 
Any old whale­ 
man would evolve in the interests of 
sport no end of dodges for dealing 
with the wily rorqual, such as a col­ 
lection of strongly -attached bladders 
affixed to the line to stay his down­ 
ward rush, short hut hroad-harhed 
harpoons, to get a better hold u]>or 
the thin coating of hliihher, etc.
